Rossia and 
Bogatyr, which have been ready for 
some time at Vladivostok, to put to 
sea. 
Whether it is the Intention to 
send them south immediately or to 
hold them in the vicinity of Vladivo­ 
stok in not known. 
Their appearance 
outside the roadstead of Vladivostok 
would constitute

against Admiral Togo’s 
rear, which 
will compel the retention in or dis­ 
patch of a number of heavy fighting 
ships to

The peace influences in the govern­ 
ment urge that this favorable strate­

John Bishop died yesterday morning 
at the place where h** has made his 
home on the Fast shore <-f 4 tub lake for 
lo these many years, and the dissolution 
was indeed a sad one. 
Pining over the 
fact th a t he was to leave the place th a t 
h<* had called his home for »o long, hav 
ing sold out Ins ranch a short time ago 
to V. B, Lynch, the old gentleman final 
1 v decided that he could not stand it and 
yesterday morning took a quantity of 
strychnine and a short time afterward 
died in the arms of His youngest daugh­ 
ter, Mrs. Jo-ephine Crossett«v 
The deceased was 76 years of age on 
April 1 and he had been a resident of 
Crow Wing county for 54 years, over 
half a century, and he was a notable 
personage in the early organization of the 
county and took an active part in the 
early development of the Upper Mississ­ 
ippi valley country. 
For years he was 
a trader at Crow Wing, where he also 
had a hotel. 
John Bishop was among 
the first white men to explore this 
northern country and his experiences 
in the pioneer days with the hostile In 
dians and the encountering of a m ulti­ 
tude of other obstacles would fill a large 
book. 
The advance of civilization in 
this state could be recorded in a minute 
and interesting detail by this old pio­ 
neer, and at times he would become 
reminiscent and the stories he told were 
interesting. 
Ho canto to 4L row W ing 
from Cana la when he was ‘22 years of 
ag** and three year- later he was m ar­ 
ried and three daughters were born to 
Mr, and Mrs. Bishop, Mrs. Maggie Hill, | 
of Brainerd, Mrs. Francis Burton, of 
Minn« apolis, and Jose pine Orossotte, 
who kept house for her father at < lull 
lake up to the time of his death yester­ 
day morning. 
For years he drove a 
stage for the government and it was 
during the most turbuelent times and he 
encountered many dangers and sutu red 
many hardships. 
Mr. Bishop was in Brainerd when the 
first house was built, which was a few 
rods north of the X. P. railroad bridge 
near where the J. H. Hallett home now 
stands. 
It was built by S tu a rt Seelye 
and was of he wet 1 logs. 
The Lake Superior and Puget Sound 
company took steps toward building up 
a town and it was platted in 1870 and 
recorded in September, 1871. 
Settlers 
commenced to Hock to Brainerd and in 
the full of 1870 Jo h n Bishop, with a large 
num ber of others, came 
here. 
Mr. 
Bishop built a hotel which he conducted 
for about two years when he moved out 
to Cull lake where he has resided ever 
since, about thirty three years. 
In early days there was considerable 
traffic through this region and for all 
this time “ Bishop's Place" ha» been a 
popular report. 
Many a lon<* traveler 
has found shelter beneath John Bishop s 
roof and his hospitable, gen«*rous dispo­ 
sition had won for him an army of 
friends. 
On the beautiful cast shore of Cull 
lake John Bishop had dwelt for these 
lung years and had become a fixture in 


the community. 
Cull lake 
without 
Joh n B ishop and his h o sp ita lity will in ­ 
deed be a ch an ge to old timers, 
A short time ago he sold the Bishop 
place to F, B, Lynch, of Bt. Paul. 
1 he 
sale was made for the reason th a t hn 
was getting old, and his wife having 
died several years ago he had about de­ 
cide«! to tak«' up his residence in Port­ 
land with his daughter, Mrs. Burton, 
who intended moving west in about two 
or three weeks. 
After the sal«* of the land was made 
the old man commenced to brood over 
leaving and told his friends a shorf time 
ago th a t it would break his heart. 1 hey 
commenced to pack his belongings and j 
as the time approtehed for him to leave , 
| he commenced to pine and yeatordav 
morning he procured a quantity 
of 
strychnine and while alone for a mo- * 
ment took the dose and inafew m inutes I 
when hi» daughter returned to the room 
| »h** noticed that he sat motionless in 
j his chair and as she threw h«*r arms 
j about him to support him he gasped and

John bishop died yesterday morning 
at the place where he has made his 
home on the Fast shore of (lull lake for 
lo these many years, and the dissolution 
was indeed a sad one. 
Pining over tho 
fact th at he was to leave the place th at 
he hat! called his home for so long, hav­ 
ing sold out his ranch a short time ago 
to F. ll. Lynch, the old gentleman final­ 
ly decided that he could not stand it and 
yesterday morning took a quantity of 
strychnine and a short time afterward 
died in the arms of bis youngest (laugh­ 
ter, Mrs. Josephine C rossett^ 
The deceased was 76 years of age on 
April I and he had been a resident of 
Crow Wing county for 54 years, over 
half a century, and he was a notable 
personage in the early organization of the 
county and took an active part in the 
early development of the Upper Mississ­ 
ippi valley country. 
For years he was 
I a trader at Crow Wing, where he also 
had a hotel. Jo h n Bishop was among 
the first white men to explore this 
northern country and his experiences 
in tho pioneer days with the hostile In 
dians and the encountering of a m ulti­ 
tude of other obstacles would till a large 
book. The advance of civilization in 
this state could be recorded in a m inute 
and interesting detail by this old pio­ 
neer, and at times he would become 
reminiscent and the stories he told were 
interesting. 
Ho carao to Crow Wing 
from Canada when he was 22 years of 
age and three years later he was m ar­ 
ried and three* daughters were born to 
Mr. and Mrs. Bishop, Mrs. Maggie Hill, 
of Brainerd, Mrs. Francis Burton, of 
M inmapolis, and Josepino Crossette, 
who kept house for her father at Cull 
lake up to the time of his death yester­ 
day morning. 
For years he drove a 
stage for the government and it was 
(luring the most turbuelent times and he 
encountered many dangers and suffered 
many hardships. 
Mr. Bishop was in Brainerd when the 
first house was built, which was a few 
rods north of the X. P. railroad bridge 
near where the J. II. Ballett home now 
stands. It was built by S tu art Seelye 
and was of hewed logs. 
The Lake Superior and Puget Sound 
company took steps toward building up 
a town and it was platted in 1870 and 
recorded in September. 1871. 
Settlers 
commenced to flock to Brainerd and in 
the fall of 1870 Jo h n Bishop, with a large 
number of others, came 
here. 
Mr. 
Bishop built a hotel which he conducted 
for about two years when he moved out 
to Cull lake where ho has resided ever 
since, about thirty-three years. 
In early days there was considerable 
traffic through this region and for all 
this time “Bishop's Place" has been a 
popular resort. 
Many a lone traveler 
has found shelter beneath .John Bishop's 
roof and his hospitable, generous dispo­ 
sition had won for him an army of 
friends. 
On the beautiful east shore of Cull 
lake John Bishop had dwelt for tlieso 
long years and had become a fixture in 


the community. 
(lull lake 
without 
John Bishop and his hospitality will in­ 
deed be a change to old timers. 
A short time ago he sold the Bishop 
place to P. B. Lynch, of Bt. Paul. 
The 
sale was made for the reason th at ho 
was getting old, and his wife having 
died several years ago he had about de­ 
cided to take up his residence in Port­ 
land with his daughter, Mrs. Burton, 
who intended moving west in about two 
or three weeks. 
After tho sale of the land was made 
the old man commenced to brood over 
leaving and told his friends a shot* time 
ago that it would bronk his heart. They 
commenced to pack his belongings and 
as tho time approached for him to leave 
he commenced to pine and yesterday 
morning ho procured a quantity 
of 
strychnine and while alone for a mo- t 
ment took the dose and in a few minutes 
when his daughter returned to the room 
she noticed th a t ho sat motionless in 
his chair and as she threw her arms 
about him to support him he gasped and 
breathed his last. 
Coroner McDonald 
went 
out

night and tho remains were brought to 
tho city.

“The improvements planned by the 
Northern Pacific between Minneapolis 
an*l Staples, Minn., will supplement the 
existing signal protection b«*tween Sta 
pies and Jamestown, X. E)., giving con 
tinuous protection over 343 miles of the 
eastern end of the imiin line, a district 
over which traffic is especially heavy. 
The improvements on the Montana »livi

THE BLOCK SYSTEM 


The 
Northern 
Pacific 
Railroad 
Will 


Extend 
It Greatly 
on 
Its 
System 


Both East and West 
The Minneapolis Journal of Thurs­ 
day contained the following interesting 
article on the proposed extension of the 
block ny at em on the X. R. Railway: 
“President How ard Elliott has author 
ized important improvements tending 
to increase public safety which will 
place the Northern Pacific system sec­ 
ond on the list of American railways in 
the installation of block system for the 
current year. 
“The new’ improvements will afford 
continuous signal 
protection over all 
the principal districts of heavy traffic 
from the eastern terminus at the twin 
cities through to 
the Pacific coast. 
Construction has already commenced, 
and will be rushed to completion. 
The 
districts over which new block signal 
protection will be afforded are: Minne­ 
apolis to {Staples, Minn., 131.1 miles; 
Livingston to Logan, Mont., 50; Gar­ 
rison, Mont., to Dixon, Mont., 118; Spo­ 
k a n e, Wash., to Pasco, Wash., 145.7; 
Paseo, Wash., to Ellensburg, Wash., 
126.8; Seattle, Wash., to Tacoma, Wash., 
42. 
“Tho total of 613.5 miles of new block 
signal will be exceeded only by the 
Pennsylvania linos west of Pittsburg, 
this year. 
“The improvements planned by the 
Northern Pacific between Minneapolis 
and Staples, Minn., will supplement the 
existing signal protection between Sta 
pies and Jamestown. S. I)., giving con 
tinuous protection over 343 miles of tile 
eastern end of the main line, a district 
over which traffic is especially heavy. 
The improvements on the Montana divi­ 
sion will give protection between Liv­ 
ingston, at which point branch connec­ 
tion with the entrance of the Yellow 
-tone Park at Gardiner is made, and Lo 
gan, where the main line splits, one 
branch running west via Butte, anti the 
other running west via Helena, both 
lines joining again at Garrison. This is 
district of mountain 
grades over 
which there is a continuous movement 
of “helper" engines returning light, and 
a very heavy volume of traffic. This 
district carries the coast traffic of the 
Burlington Northern Pacific route. 
“From Garrison to Dixon, Mont., simi­ 
lar protection will be afforded, covering 
the trackage in the narrow and tortuous 
Hell Gate canyon, and on tho mountain 
grades just west of Missoula, where the 
main line crosses tho Coracian Defile. 
There is much heavy construction in 
this district and in addition to the irn- 
mence through and local traffic there is 
an additional movement of “helper” en­ 
gines, as on tho mountian grades be­ 
tween Livingston and Logan. On this 
district are located the immense OKeefe 
and Marent viaducts. 
“Three years ago the Northern Pacific 
had no block signal protection except 
between St. Paul and Minneapolis. All of 
its more important main line mileage is 
now covered or to be immediately sup­ 
plied with efficient safeguards to traffic 
and travel. 
“The block system being installed is 
the “telegraph block,” a manual block 
system operated pursuant to the rules 
of the American Railway association, al­ 
ready found satisfactory on other long 
stretches of Northern Pacific main line. 
The usual double-armed semaphore is 
utilized, the signals being 
operated 
from block signal stations in charge of 
operators. The adoption of the system 
requires the employment of additional 
telegraph operators and the stringing of 
special telegraph wires connecting the 
block signal stations. 
“The construction of the new signal 
system is being pushed under the di­ 
rection of Chief Engineer E. J. Pear­ 
son, who has supervised the location of 
sidings, the building of block stations 
and the installation of signals."
